WHY GENERAL SUMNER WAS 

ORDERED TO THE PACIFIC 

COAST IN THE EARLY 

DAYS OF 1861.

There are twelve teachers, one prin- 

pal. a matron and assistant, a, janitor 

and an engineer livingin the building, 

The present number of eh t Idren is L66, 

M boys ami 92 girls, the age 
varying from ? to 18 years. Only a 
hali' a dozen of the children are d'av 
scholars. The majority of the pupils 

are supported b.V the state, only lltose 
Children who come from other slates 

being obliged to pay. Umosl all the 

slates of the Union are represented,
